Braille  is  a system  of  embossed  characters  formed  by  using 

combinations  of  six  dots,  arranged  thus  :

These  dots  are  numbered,  and  each  dot  must  be  known  by  its 
number.  Dots  1-2  form  the  top  pair,  3-4  the  middle  pair,  and  5-6 
the  lowest  pair.  Both  in  reading,  and  writing  on  the  Hand-frame, 
dots  1-3-5  will  be  found  nearer  the  beginning  of  the  line  than  dots  2-4-6. 

Writing  with  the  ordinary  Braille  Frame  is  from  right  to  left,  and 
all  the  signs  must  be  reversed  accordingly,  in  order  that  when  the  paper 
is  turned  over  the  reading  may  be  from  left  to  right.  On  the  Stainsby- 
Wayne  Braille  Writer  the  writing  is  still  from  right  to  left,  but  dots 
1-3-5  are  on  the  left  and  2-4-6  on  the  right,  as  in  reading.  “ Reverse 
Key”  Machines  can,  however,  be  purchased — with  dots  arranged  as 
on  the  Hand-frame— for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  learned  the 
Hand-frame  method. 

Braille  is  in  three  grades Grade  I.,  uncontracted;  Grade  II., 
moderately  contracted  ; and  Grade  III,  highly  contracted  (little  used 
and  published  separately). 

The  possible  combinations  of  the  six  dots  give  63  simple  signs. 
Signs  which  contain  neither  dot  1 nor  dot  2 are  termed  “ lower  ” signs  ; 
signs  occupying  more  than  one  cell  are  termed  compound  signs. 

The  63  signs  are  arranged  in  seven  lines  :

The  letters  of  the  Alphabet,  with  the  exception  of  " W,”  are  to 
be  found  in  the  first  three  lines. 


Line  i. — Line  i is  formed  by  the  use  of  dots  1-2-3-4,  and  contains  the 
letters  from  A to  J. 

Line  2. — Line  2 is  formed  by  adding  dot  5 to  each  of  the  signs  of  line  i, 
and  contains  the  letters  from  K to  T. 


Line  3. — Line  3 is  formed  by  adding  dots  5-6  to  each  of  the  signs  of  line  1. 
Only  the  first  five  signs  are  used  in  Grade  I.,  and  these  express  the 
letters  U,  V,  X,  Y,  Z. 

Line  4. — Line  4 is  formed  by  adding  dot  6 to  each  of  the  signs  of  line  1. 
Only  the  last  sign  is  used  on  Grade  I.,  and  this  expresses  the  letter  W. 

(The  position  of  the  letter  W is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
Braille  is  of  French  origin.)

Lines  5,  6 and  7.— These  furnish  the  punctuation  signs,  the  hyphen, 
apostrophe/ etc.,  and  the  Braille  Composition  signs.  These  last  are 
peculiar  to  Braille,  and  consist  of  the  Italic  sign,  the  Numeral  sign,  etc. 

Line  5 —Line  5 is  formed  by  the  use  of  dots  3-4-5-6,  and  repeats  the  signs 
of  line  1 in  a lower  position.  The  fifth  sign  is  not  used  in  Grade  I.„ 
and  the  ninth  only  as  a Compound  sign.  The  others  express  dot  3, 
Comma  ( , ) ; dots  3-5,  Semi-colon  ( ; ) ; 3-4,  Colon  ( : ) ; 3-4-6 

Full  stop  ( . ) ; 3-4-5,  Exclamation  ( ! ) ; 3-4-5-6,  Bracket  (used 

both  at  the  opening  and  close  of  a parenthesis)  ( ^ ) ; 3-5-6  (before- 
a word),  Opening  Inverted  Comma  or  Commas  (‘or"),  and  (after 
a wrord),  Interrogation  Mark  ( ? ) ; 4-5-6,  Close  of  Inverted  Comma 
or  Commas  ( ’ or  ” ) (See  Rule  1). 

Line  6 The  second  sign  of  this  line  is  not  used  in  Grade  I.  The  other 

five  express  : Dots  2-5,  Fraction-line  sign  ( - or  / ) ; 2-4-5-6,  Numeral 
sign  • 2-4-5,  Poetry-line  sign ; 5,  Apostrophe  and  Abbreviation 

signs  ( \ ) ; 5-6,  Hyphen  ( - ).  (See  General  Rules  1,  2,  3,  5,  and  13.) 

Line  7 —This  is  formed  by  the  use  of  dots  2-4-6.  The  second,  third,  and 
fourth  signs  are  not  used  in  Grade  I.  The  other  four  express  : Dot  2, 
Accent  sign ; 2-6,  Capital  sign,  and  in  numerals,  Decimal  sign  ; 

4-6,  Letter  sign.  Dot  6 (before  a word),  Italic  sign.  (See  General 
Rules  8,  10,  11,  12,  and  13.) 

Compound  Signs.— The  Compound  Signs  express  : Dots  4-5/4-5, 
Asterisk  ; 5-6/5-6,  Dash  (See  General  Rules  1 and  7.)  Dots  3-4-5-6 
preceded  by  dot  6,  opening  square  bracket  ; dots  3-4-5-6  followed  by 
dot  5,  closing  square  bracket  ; dots  3-5-6  preceded  by  dot  6,  opening 
inner  inverted  comma  or  commas  ; dots  4-5-6  followed  by  dot  5,  closing 
inner  inverted  comma  or  commas.  (See  Grade  II,  Rule  19.) 


GENERAL  RULES 


1.  Punctuation  Signs,  Hyphen,  Apostrophe,  etc.— In  the  use 

and  order  of  these  signs  the  practice  of  ordinary  print  must  be  followed. 

2.  Abbreviations  current  in  ordinary  literature  are  to  be  used. 
The  Abbreviation  point  is  expressed  by  dot  5,  not  by  dots  3-4-6.

When  a dot  is  used  in  ordinary  print  to  signify  both  a full-stop 
and  an  abbreviation,  the  full-stop  only  need  be  used  in  Braille. 


3.  Ellipsis,  a series  of  dots  in  print,  denoting  omitted  matter, 
is  represented  in  Braille  by  three  consecutive  dots  5.  It  should  be 
treated  and  punctuated  as  a word.

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4.  A Paragraph  may  be  indicated  by  beginning  in  the  third  cell 
of  a new  line  or  by  leaving  three  spaces.  The  latter  method  must  not 
be  used  for  a lettered  or  numbered  paragraph. 

A paragraph  must  not  begin  in  the  first  or  second  cell  of  a new 

line. 


5.  Poetry  should  be  written  as  prose,  with  the  Poetry-line  sign 
(dots  2-4-5)  placed  after  the  last  word  of  each  line  of  poetry.  A new 
verse  or  stanza  must  be  indicated  by  beginning  in  the  third  cell  of  a 
new  line. 


With  regard  to  the  use  of  the  Poetry-line  sign,  note  the  following 
points : 

(а)  When  a line  of  poetry  ends  with  a punctuation  sign  Or  signs,  the  Poetry- 

line  sign  must  follow  immediately  without  a space. 

(б)  It  must  be  preceded  by  a space  if  the  line  does  not  end  with  a punctuation 

sign. 

(c)  It  must  always  be  separated  from  the  word  that  follows,  but  must  always 

be  written  on  same  line  as  the  preceding  word. 

(d)  It  must  not  be  used  at  end  of  poem  or  quoted  passage  because  its  use 

indicates  that  another  line  of  poetry  follows. 

Double  Poetry -line  Sign. — This  sign  is  used  where  poetry  occurs 
between  passages  of  prose  to  indicate  when  the  change  from  prose  to 
poetry  is  made.  Such  passages  must  begin  on  a new  line.  Inverted 
commas  to  be  used  in  Braille  if  used  or  indicated  in  print. 


If  poetry  occurs  in  the  middle  of  a paragraph,  the  prose 
following  should  begin  in  the  first  space  of  a new  line  as  in  print. 


6.  A Quotation,  indicated  in  print  by  a change  of  type  other 
than  italics,  should  be  enclosed  in  inverted  commas.  This  is  unnecessary 
in  the  case  of  centralised  headings  printed  in  heavier  type  to  arrest 
the  attention  of  readers.  Passages  printed  in  smaller  type  which  indicate 
a quotation  within  a quotation  require  both  sets  of  quotation  marks  : 
thus  “ ‘ Let  us  go,’  he  said." 

7.  Marginal  or  Foot  Notes,  which  consist  of  more  than  a few 
words,  must  not  be  inserted  in  the  text,  but  should  be  placed  at  the 
end  of  the  volume,  and  referred  to  in  the  following  way  :

Such  references  should  be  preceded  and  followed  by  a blank  space 
unless  followed  by  punctuation.  Short  notes  (not  more  than  six  words) 
should  be  inserted  in  the  text,  enclosed  in  square  brackets. 
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8.  The  Accent  Sign,  dot  2,  must  be  placed  before  all  letters 
which  in  print  are  marked  with  any  accent  or  other  mark  that  cannot 
be  expressed  in  English  Braille,  as  in  the  words  “ Resume,”  “ Chalet,” 
“ Provencal,”  “ Blessed.”  In  the  case  of  contracted  syllables  in  English 
words,  e.g.,  “ blessed,”  the . contraction  may  follow  the  accent  sign.  In 
Students'  books,  and  works  containing  long  foreign  quotations,  the 
special  accents — given  at  the  end  of  this  book — should  be  used.  (See 
Rule  22,  Grade  II.) 

9.  The  Diphthongs  M and  (E  should  be  written  as  separate  letters, 
except  in  foreign  languages,  where  special  codes  are  used. 

10.  The  Capital  Sign,  dots  2-6,  is  not  in  general  use,  except 
in  foreign  languages  and  some  instruction  books.  It  must,  when  used, 
be  placed  immediately  before  a letter  to  indicate  that  such  letter  is  a 
capital.  It  may  be  doubled  before  a word  which  is  written  entirely  in 
capitals.  Contractions  may  follow  a Capital  sign,  it  being  understood 
that  only  the  first  letter  is  a capital. 

11.  The  Letter  Sign,  dots  4-6,  must  be  placed  before  a letter 
when  it  is  necessary  to  distinguish  it  from  a numeral ; thus  :

the  letter  a (22a). 

In  Grade  II.  this  sign  may  also  be  placed  before  single 
letters  to  show  that  they  do  not  stand  for  words,  and  before  a 
word  to  show  that  it  does  not  contain  any  English  Braille 
Contraction,  but  that  all  its  signs  bear  the  meanings  given 
them  in  Grade  I.  (or  Rule  22  which  deals  with  foreign  accents). 
The  letter  sign  is  always  used  before  Roman  figures. 

12.  The  Italic  Sign,  dot  6,  must  be  placed  before  a word  to 
indicate  that  the  word  is  in  italics.  When  more  than  three  italicised 
words  occur  in  sequence,  instead  of  italicising  every  word  che  first  is 
to  be  preceded  by  two  and  the  last  by  one  Italic  sign.  In  a long  italicised 
passage  the  double  italic  dot  should  be  repeated  at  the  beginning  of 
each  new  paragraph.  In  compound  words  joined  by  a hyphen  one 
italic  dot  is  sufficient.  This  also  applies  to  abbreviated  sequences  such 
as  e.g.,  i.e. 

13.  The  Numeral  Sign,  dots  2-4-5-6,  must  be  placed  before  the 
signs  of  line  1 when  these  are  used  to  express  figures.

1 The  contractions  given  in  Grade  II.  Table  of  Signs  shall,  subject 
to  the  rules  given  below,  express  the  letters  for  which  they  stand,  whether 
theseT letters^ form  a whole  or  part  of  a word  They  are  always  considered 
as  sequences  of  letters,  not  syllables,  with  the  exception  of  be,  con 

and  dis . 

2 The  contraction  for  ea,  dot  3,  may  be  used  only  when  these 
letters  occur  between  two  letters  of  the  same  word  m one  lme.^  It  shou  d 
always  be  used  in  preference  to  ar  in  such  words  as  hear,  deal tn, 
etc.  ~ It  may  never  begin  or  end  a word. 

, The  contractions  for  be,  con,  dis  may  be  used  only  when  these 
letters  form  the  first  syllable  of  a word,  or  a syllable  at  the  commence- 
ment of  a line  in  a divided  word  (or  when  be  stands  alone)  I hey  m y 
follow  the  hyphen  in  a compound  word,  e.g.,  “ self-disciplined. 

4.  The  contraction  for  com  may  be  used  only  at  the  beginning 
of  a word  or  of  a line,  and  may  not  be  used  when  it  would  be  m contact 
with  the  hyphen  or  dash.  It  need  not  be  a syllable. 

5.  The  contractions  for  bb,  cc,  dd,  ff,  gg  (which  it  will  be  seen 
are  the  letters  b,  c,  d,  f,  g written  in  the  lower  position),  may  only 
be  used  when  they  occur  between  letters  or  signs  of  the  same  word  and 
in  the  same  line  of  Braille. 

6.  Contractions  for  ing  and  ble  must  not  begin  a word  but  ma.y 
begin  a line  in  the  case  of  divided  words.  (The  ble  sign  represents 
the  numeral  sign  when  standing  in  front  of  other  characters.) 

7 The  words  and,  for,  of,  the,  with,  a,  may  follow  one  another 
without  a space  between  them,  where  the  sense  permits  and  should 
be  used  as  parts  of  words  wherever  possible,  in  preference  to  any  other 
contraction,  unless  their  use  should  entail  waste  of  space.

8 The  contractions  of  Column  i,Word  Signs,  with  the  exception 
of  and,  for,  of,  the,  with,  be,  and  in,  may  only  be  used  for  the  whole 
words  for  which  they  stand  ; nothing  may  be  added  to  them  except 
the  apostrophe  s,  or  punctuation  signs,  “s  may  not  be  added  to 
form  the  plural,  nor  may  they  be  used  to  form  parts  of ; words  when 
divided  at  the  ends  of  lines,  e.g.,  “ more/over,’  like/wise.^  . Columni 
contractions  may,  however,  with  the  exception  of  to,  ’

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These  word  signs  may  be  preceded  by  the  contractions  for  “to,” 
“ into  ” and  “by,”  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  lower  signs,  may 
be  used  when  followed  by  the  apostrophe,  in  familiar  expressions  such 
as  " c’t  ” for  " can’t  ” ; " y’re  ” for  " you’re  ” ; " t’s  ” for  " that’s.” 


9.  The  contractions  for  “to,”  “ into,”  and  “ by”  are  always 
to  be  written  close  up  to  the  word  or  letter  which  follows.  They  may 
never  be  joined  to  other  words  by  the  hyphen  to  form  compound  words. 
They  may  be  contracted  before  the  numeral,  capital  and  letter  signs, 
but  not  before  any  other  Braille  composition  or  punctuation  sign. 


In  such  phrases  as  “ It  was  referred  to  yesterday,”  " He  was  passed 
by  when  others  were  noticed,”  " to  ” and  " by  ” should  be  written  in 
full,  as  they  refer  to  the  preceding  verb  and  not  to  the  word  that  follows 
them. 


10.  The  contractions  of  Columns  2,  3,  and  4,  " initial  contractions  ” 
may  be  used  either  as  words  or  parts  of  words,  as  " particular,”  " depart- 
mental,” " counterpart.” 

11.  The  contractions  of  Columns  5,  6,  and  7,  " final  contractions,” 
may  only  be  used  as  parts  of  words,  as  " unfulfilled,”  " blessing  ” or 
"careless.”  They  may  not  begin  a word,  e.g.,  "lesson,”  "fulfilled,” 
nor  may  they  be  used  as  separate  words,  e.g.,  " less,”  but  they  may 
be  used  at  the  beginning  of  a line  when  the  word  is  divided. 

12.  Abbreviated  words  given  in  the  list  may  be  used  in  combination 
but  no  addition  may  be  made  to  any  of  them  which  would  result  in 
wrong  spelling,  as  the  use  of  " declare  ” (del)  in  " declaration,”  and 
" conceive  ” (concv)  in  " conceivable.”  The  abbreviation  for  " its  ” 
must  not  be  used  in  combination  and  must  therefore  be  written  out  in 
words  like  " merits.” 


13.  Any  number  of  lower  signs  may  follow  each  other  if  they  stand 
for  separate  words  written  with  a space  between,  e.g.,  " He  was  in  his 
room.” 

14.  One  lower  sign  may  not  follow  another  without  a space,  unless 
one  of  them  is  in  contact  with  a sign  containing  dot  1 or  dot  2.  Not 
more  than  two  lower  signs  may  join  each  other  unless  all  are  punctuation 
or  composition  signs,  thus  :

Caution  1. — When  words  are  divided  at  the  end  of  a line,  the  division 
must  be  at  the  end  of  a syllable. 

Caution  2. — A contraction  may  not  be  used  between  the  component 
parts  of  a compound  word,  examples,  “ carthorse,  sweetheart.”

16.  In  cases  where  a word  may,  according  to  the  above  rules,  be 
contracted  in  two  or  more  ways,  each  saving  the  same  amount  of  space, 
that  way  should  be  selected  which  produces  the  most  readable  combina- 
tion of  dots.  For  instance,  when  “ d,”  “r  ” and  “ n ” follow  “ one,” 
contract  “ed,”  “er”  and  “en”  in  preference  to  “one.”  Ex  : “toned” 
is  better  than  “ toned,”  “ prisoner  ” than  “ prisoner.” 

If  the  same  space  is  saved  simple  contractions  are  better  than  two- 
celled  word  signs,  e.g.,  “ ha/dd/ock  ” not  “ had/dock  ” ; “ sh/ad/ow  ” 
not  “ s/had/ow  ” ; “ wea  the/r/ed  ” not  “ wea/there/d.” 

Avoid  using  double  letter  signs  where  there  is  an  alternative  single 
cell  contraction,  e.g.,  peb-ble  not  pe-bb-le,  m-ed-dle  not  me-dd-le. 

17.  English  proper  names  should  be  contracted  but  contractions 
must  not  be  used  in  foreign  words  except  when  anglicised. 

18.  § (Section  Sign)  is  S.  (dot  5 following)  followed  by  the  numeral 
sign  without  a space.  (Paragraph  mark)  is  represented  by  PAR. 
followed  by  the  numeral  sign  without  a space.  = (Equal  sign)  is  two 
middle  C's  (dots  3-4)  preceded  and  followed  by  a space. 

19.  Additional  Composition  Signs : The  opening  and  close  of 

quotations,  indicated  in  letterpress  by  single  inverted  commas,  are  denoted 
thus  :

The  following  rules  contain  additional  signs  for  use  in  books  where 
there  is  need  of  a more  precise  text  than  that  which  can  be  given  in 
ordinary  Braille.  Musicians  should  learn  the  table  of  signs  for  accented 
letters,  as  they  often  occur  in  music  printed  abroad. 

21.  In  Grade  II.  it  will  generally  be  necessary  to  put  the  letter 
sign,  dots  4-6  (see  General  Rule  n)  before  a word  containing  these 
signs,  which  otherwise  might  be  mistaken  for  Braille  contractions.  The 
letter  sign,  however,  is  not  used  in  lengthy  foreign  quotations,  which  are 
always  enclosed  in  inverted  commas. 

22.  Accents,  Diaeresis,  etc. — Alphabets  of  many  foreign  lan- 
guages may  be  procured  from  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and 
these  should  be  used  in  books  dealing  exclusively  with  such  languages. 

The  following  will  show  the  correct  way  of  expressing  in  Braille  the 
accented  letters  in  French  or  Italian  words  occurring  in  English  books  :
